benefaétors. The ancient Heathens car- 
ried their gratitude to an unwarranta- 
ble height, and even deified thofe who 
had been. remarkably beneficial tothem 
by their inventiens and improvements. 
We have.been in all times happy in 
erfons, whe have been famous on the 
everal ftages where providence hath 
placed them ; whether to govern the 
church or nation,—to adminifter the 
laws,—to prefide in the cabinet,—to 
command in the field,—to direé&t and 
improve navigation and commerce,— 
to exercife ufeful arts,—to carry the 
liberal fciences to a higher degre of 
perfection, and to clear up thofe more 
abftrufe points of knowledge, which 
before lay wrapped up in darknefs and 
uncertainty. Of thefe men, thofe 
whom the world knew, it hath cele- 
brated: But, in the literary way, there 
have beea many, whofe very names 
have been a fecret to us, whilft their 
works (which appeared anonymous, 
or elfe the author concealed himfelf 
under fome fictitious appellation.) 
have been greatly admired and uni- 
verfally efteemed. 


After this preface, I beg of you, F 


thro’ the circle of your acquaintance, 
to introduce to the learned world, one, 
to whom they little think they are fo 
much obliged ;—~one, who was known 
as an author only to ‘his intimate 
triends, and whole remarkable mo- 


defty guarded his great erudition from 
the too common foible of oftentation. 
The perfon I thean was Charles Hayes, 
E‘q; who died at. his chambers in 
Gray’s-Inn, December the 18th, 1760, 
in the $ad year of his age. 


A When he was 26 years of age, 4.D. 


1704, he became diftinguifhed by. his 
much efteemed Treatife of Fluxions, 


‘printed that year in folio, with his 


name  pachixed 5 but in whatever he 
ublifhed fince that time, the author 
ay concealed. Whether this was be- 
fore or after his voyage to Africa, 
where he {pent fome time, I know 
not: But wherever he was, or whate 
ever bufinefs he was engaged in, he 
an found time to apply to his ftu- 
ies. 

In 1730 came out a fmall pamphlet 
of his, of nineteen es in 4to, inti- 
tled, 4 New aud Eafy Method. to find out 
the Longitude, from the 7 a of 
the altitudes of the Caleftial Bodies. 

And in 1723, ee aay Hy in Enge 
lifh, in an ofavo fize, The Moon, a 
Philofopbical Dialogue; written in the 
moft genteel and polite language, and 
tending to thew, thatthe Moon is net 
a mere dark and opake bedy, but is 
miftrefs of no inconfiderable fhare of 
light of her own. 

I have been told, that he formerly 
fpent much time and labour in mak- 
ing philofophical experiments; but 
nothing on thefe fubjeéts hath feen 
the light. This was before I had the 
pleafure of knowing him. My ac- 
quaintance with him commenced a- 
bout thirty years ago, during all which 
time, (though the management of the 
late Royal African Company lay in a 
manner wholly on him, he being cho- 
fen annually either Sub-governor, or 
Rogety, Geseraete yet) he continued 
to fatisfy his thir after knowledge, 
and to his fkill in the other languages 
added that of the Hebrew: He apolied 
himéfelf with affiduity to the soning, 

' +) 
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pe the ancient -nasgese pm out 
1 pPaee btentine re the hiftory 
of the Bible ; “and, endeavouring to 
folve the difficulties which had per- 
plexed many learned men, laid # ome 
to reduce all into a chronoldgica 
form, according to what he thought 
to. be the true order of time. . 

He much admired that tranflation 
of the Scriptures into Greek, which 
bears the name of the Septuagint : 
And carefully read and critically ex- 
amined the hiftory of that verfion com- 
— by Arifieas, which had been 
ooked upon by many perfons of great 
worth and learning, as no better than 

‘a romance, or a forged ttory ; and 
when he had completed his enquiries 
on this head, in 1736 ‘he publifhed, in 


ofavo, A Vindication of the Hiftory of 


the Septuagint from their mifreprefenta- 
tions. ~ 
Mis next work is a very learned, 
curious, and valuable piece of criti- 
cifm. It was publifhed in o4avo, in 
17338, and is ftiled, 4 critical Exanina- 
tion of the Holy Gofpels according to St 
Matthew and St Luke, with regard to 
the Hiftory of the’ Birth and Infancy of 
our Lord jefus Chrift. In which he 
hath, beyond contradiétion, clearly 
and fully fixed, that ‘which had been 
— difputed, the year in which the 
blefled Fefus was born. 
After this he returned to his fa- 
vourite ftudy, the fettling of times; 
and, in 751, came out his Difertation 
on the Chronology of the Septuagint : 
With an Appendix, fhewing, that the 
Chaldxan and Egyptian Antiguities, 
hitherto efleemed datas, are perfectly 
confiftent with the Computations of that 
ancient Verfion of the Holy Scriptures, 
In ofave. A work -of great labour 
and wonderful fagacity ; in which the 
ages of the Patriarchs, and the varia- 
tion there is in this particular, be- 
tween the Hebrew, the Septuagiut, and 
Fofepbus, are largely confidered ; a pi- 
ous regard is always retained both for 
the Hebrew and Gréek text, and fome 
conjectures miodeftly offered for the 
integrity of ‘them both ; ‘and thofe 
who read this Traét, will in the Ap- 
pendix find matter fufficient to fa- 
tisfy a learned ‘curiofity, and to make 
them view the Cbaldean and Eg yptian 
hiftories in another Jight than that 
which they have hitherto appeared in. 
_ Not contented with going thus far, 
in 1747, he printed, in the fame fize, 
4 Supplement to the laft mentioned 
Differtation; in which he gives ‘a 
complete feries of the kings of ‘Argos

and Athens from Inachus ; and likewife 
of the old Emperars of China, from 
Fobi to the birth of Chrif': and atthe 
fame time fhews, that tne chronology 
of all thefe nations perfectly agiees 


Thefe (exceptin ) 
traéts in defence of the Royal African 
Ci ) are, I think, all the Exgiif 
works of this Jéarned and indefatiga- 
ble author; moft of which 1 had the 
pleafure of feeing before they went to 
the prefs, and had the. liberty allow- 
ed me of imparting my fentiments of 
them to him. If I differed in any 
thing from him, as I could not efpoute 


all his opinions, and never made him | 


a compliment of my own; he would 
reply in fo mild a manner that I ne- 
ver left him without admiring his 


C great fund of learning, the clear me- 


thod in which he explained his mind, 
‘and his fedate and ferene temper. 

A period being put to the affairs and 
being of the O rican Company 1752, 
Mr Hayes found himfelf happily ex- 
onerated from that burden, which, 
tho’ he had fo long oe it, yet 
it was not altogether fuitable to his 
inclinations. He juit before this pur- 
chafed a ‘pretty retirement at Dowzg 
in Kent,and withdrawing thither, gave 
himfelf up wholly to his beloved ttu- 
dies. He had now leifure to look over 
his papers, and revife them ; and to 
confider what materials he had alread 
provided for his grand defign: And, 
as appears by the date on the manu: 
fcript, which he did not live to pub- 
lith, in May 1753, he began to com- 
pile in Latin, his Chronograpbia Afatica 
& £eyptiaca. This was a laborious 
undertaking for a wee of 75 years 
of age; but it pleafed God, notwith- 
ftanding his reclufe and fedentary life, 
to blefs him with tolerable health, and 
to preferve his intelleéts clear and 
ftrong till within a few days of his 
death. The lait date annexed to this 
Latin manufcript is 1756; fo that, I 
imagine, he finifhed it in that year, or 
foon after. 

In Auguft 1758, he left his houfe in 
Kent, and for the fake of his health, 
and of fome more agreeable conver- 
fation than that retired place could 
afford him, being now about 80 years 
of age, took chambers in Gray’s-Inn; 


H and there, in 1759, he fhewed, as he 


faid, that he had not led an indolent 
life in the country, by acquaintin 
the learned world with what he ha 
done, in a Latin piece, in oéfavo, in- 
titled, Chronographia Afatica G@ Aeypr

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siace Speciinen. In quo, I. Origa Chro- 
wologie LXX Satwpreun inveftigatur. 
JI. Con{peétus totius operis exhibetur. Un- 
der the firft part he fhews, that both 
the Seventy Interpreters, and Yofephus, 
took their fyftem of chronology from 
feveral ancient writings, (diftinct from 
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the work: And this I was to deter- 
mine, fometimes from the date, where 
there was one annexed, which diico- 
vered which was his laft: thought ; 
and fometimes from other ‘intrinfic 
confiderations. I often met‘with cor- 
rections and additiens ‘on the back of 


the facred books of the OldTeitament) Aa ftheet, which I thought would be 


which had for many ages been care- 
fully preferved by the priefts, in the 


library belonging to the temple of 
Jerufalem. The Second is a Comma 


‘view of the whole great work, whic 


he hath left behind him in manu- 


much more authentic and fatisfattory, 
if they were left itanding there in the 
author’s own hand-writing, than to 
tranfcribe. and infert them in their 
proper places: And I was very cau- 
tious of letting my hand appear in the 


{cript, ‘in a large folio fize, all written B work, except where corre ing 4 mif- - 


with his own hand, and that a fupri- 
zingly fair and clean one, which nei- 
ther difcovers any weaknefs of nerves, 
nor any of thofe tremors incident to 
advanced age. This work, in the pre- 
face to:his {pecimen, he faith he hath 
happily finifhed ; and {peaking in the 
following manner, gives the title of 
it, Novum aggrefii fumus opus ; quod jam 
auxiliante Deo, feliciter abfolvimus fub 
boc titula :—Chronographia Afiatica & 
Ezy ptiaca ab orbe condito ad Chriftum 
natam per annos 5500, ad fidem Scrip- 
torumVetuflifimorum reftituta & illuftrata. 

When he prefented me with the 
printed fpecimen, I was thereby fur- 
nifthed with a proper opportunity of 
prefling him to begin the publication 
of the large work, telling him it could 
never.come out with equal advantage 
from any other hands, but thofe who 
compofed and wrote it. It is no won- 
der if the. weighty labour of attend- 
ing the prefs did, at his time of life, 
deter him from undertaking it: But 
he was fo far from neglecting this va- 
luable performance, that he enjoined 
his worthy executor to pat all his pa- 
pers on this fubjeét into the hands of 
one who fhould either ufher them into 
the world, or collect them together, 
revife them, and put the book into 
fuch a condition as it might not be 
thought an: infignificant prefent to a 
pudlic library in one of the univer- 
fities. 

In fhort,after the death of my friend, 
the papers were recommended. to my 
care, however unequal to the tak, 
and were carefully read over by me: 
But as they confifted moftly of joofe 
quires, and partly of loofe fheets, aad 
fome ot thete were by him copied o- 
ver raore thaa once, it was no little 
trouble to collate them, and required 
fome judgment to diltinguilh which of 
thofe copies (which were mot com- 
plete duplicates, for they varied from 
each other) ihoula ttand as 2 part of

Having thus difcovered the true 
author of the abovenamed Treaties, 


Gg and made it known that the original 


manuicript copy of this elaborate 
work, of near three hundred pages in 
a large folio, is now in being, snd.ia 
fafe hands, in the condition ‘before 
related, I think it time to concludé 
my long letter with one obfervation 
concerning the ufefulnefs of it to the 
curious fearchers after the true doc- 
trine of times. The variation in the 
great, and 
learned men have taken difterent fides 
in determining the importaat quef- 
tion. What my fentiments are in this 
point is not material, nog need I fay 

which 
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which of the fides is now more geney 
rally efpoufed: But as both of them 
are attended with no inconfiderable 
difficulties, thofe who ftake part with 
the Greek chronologifts, will here meet 
with the objections of their opponents 
coolly fifted into, and all the argu-

And. thofe who receive the Hebrew 
computation, will perhaps find fome- 
thing, before new to them, urged a- 
gainit their opinion, which they will 
tink, worthy of their confideration, 
if not of an anfwer. A third fort, 
who ate unwilling to enter into a con- 
troverfy of this nature, will here meet 
with.a greater ftore of Eafern and E- 
tian Riftory and antiquities, laid 
own in a Concife and mafterly way, 
and founded on fubftantial authori- 
ties, than any other book of this 
bulk will afford them. 


Circumflances attending the late Refignation, 


HEN the Rt. Hon. Gentleman 
entered into miniftry, every 

part of Adminiftration concurred in a 
compliance with his direétions ; until 
he was oppofed for the firft. time, in a 
meaiure too precipitate, too important, 
and. too unjuft to be complied with. 
He propofed an immediate declaration 
of war againft Spain, at a time when 
foe was giving us every affurance of her 
inclination, to preferve the peace and amity 


fubjifting. between the two gations, and E 


qwhtch itis their mutual interef to preferve. 

But what had Spain already done to 
provoke the Gentleman’s indignation, 
and juftify his refentment? She had 
written to France to defire her good of- 
fices with Great Britain, that when her 
minifter was forming the, general arti- 
cles of peace, he might likewife pay 
fome attention to certain matters of 
mutual complaint between us and the 
—, which might poffibly occa- 

on fome future rupture between the 
two kingdoms, and difturb the tran- 
quility of Europe. What is there ei- 
ther {0 injurious or offenfive in this 
proceeding, that could have juftified 
the nation in declaring war, or ‘could 
— juftify the minifter, who 

ad borne, with rather a too paflive 
{pirit, fome real indignities from the 
Spaniards, fome real injuttice. 

M. Buffy probabiy exceeded his com- 
miffion, or executed it with infolence ; 
or if this letter could reafonably give 
umbrage to us, why not call for an ex- 
planation of it? why rot demand a 
¢apy of it, and if denied=~‘‘ No ; the

inf us, let us prevent them.” When 
it was urged that they would think 
twiee before they declared war againi 
this kingdom : “¥ will not give them 
leave tothink,” was the fpirited an- 
fwer of our minifter. ‘“ This is the 
time, let us crush the whole houfe of 
Bourbon. But, if the members of this 
board are of another opinion, this is 
the .laft time I thall ever mix in its 
councils. I was called into miniftry 


by the voice of the people, and to 
B the: 


m I hald myfelf anfwerable for my 
conduct, Lam to thank the minifters 
of the date king for their fupport ; I 
have ferved my country with fuccefs, 
but I will not be refponfible for the 
conduct of the war any longer, than 
while I have the dire&tian of it." This 
laft declaration was by no means equi- 
vocal ; it was a frank and open de- 
mand of an unlimitted authority, and 
unconditional obedience. 

The noble Lord, who prefided in 
this council, to whom years have added 
the wifdorn of experience, without a- 
bating the vigour and fire of youth ; 
whofe natural and acquired abilities are 


D unqueftionably as great as ever this 


Gentleman could boat ; who was him- 
felf as bold « minifter as ever dire&ted 
the affairs of this nation, made him 
this temperate reply.. ‘ I find the 
Gentleman is determined to leave us, 
nor can I fay I am forry for it, 4ince 
he would otherwife have certainly 
compelled us to leave him ; but, if he 


be refolved to affume the right of ad- | 


vifing his majefty, and directing the 
operations of the war, to what pur- 
= are we called to this council ? 

hen he talks of being refponfible to 


F the people, he talks the language of 


the Houfe of Commons, and forgets, 
that at this board, he is only refponfi- 
ble to the king. However, though he 
may poflibl 
of his infallibility, ftill it remains that 
we fhould be equally convinced hefore 
we can refign our underftandings to 
his direction, or join with him in the 
meafure he propo‘es.” 

He bore the rebukings of this an- 
fwer, without making any reply ; but 
he had gone too far, though perhaps 


~ not without repenting, to retreat. He 


therefore refigned the. feals, which 
were received with an eafe and _firm- 
nefs that he probably very litt!e expec- 
ted. The king, with his ufual good- 
nefs, exprefled his concern for the Jof 
of {0 able a fervant, and to fhew the 
favourable fenfe he entertained 

f. 
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fervices, was gracioufly pleafed temake 
him an offer of any rewards in the 


power of the crown to beftow. His 


Majefty then added, with regard to the 
meafure propoled, that he would cer- 
tainly have found himfelf under the 
greateft difficulty how to have atted, 
even though the whole council had 
concurred in fupporting it. A fenti- 
ment of infinite honour to him who 
uttered it, not only as it afferts a royal 
rerogative, which, for the good of 
Ris people he fhould ever preferve, but 
as it vindicates thofe nobler preroga- 
tives of his reafon, his underftanding, 
and his confciénce ; but thefe preroga- 
tives, in all probability, the right ho- 
nourable Gentleman never thought of. 
However,. this condefcenfion with 
which he was treated, affected him 
ftrongly. ‘I confefs, Sir, I had but 
“too much reafon to expect your ma- 
‘ jefty’s difpleafure. I did not come 
‘ prepared for this exceeding goodnefs. 
‘Pardon me, Sir, — it overpowers, it 
‘ oppreffes me.” He burft into tears. 
His lady’s title, and his own penfion, 
were fettled mext day between Lord 
Bute and him, when certainly the title, 
and probably-the fum of the penfion 
was of his own free choice. His friends 
at firft, warmly difclaimed the infinu- 
ation of his taking a penfion ; they cal- 
led it a bafe and momentary artifice to 
biaft his reputation; they difdained 
his receiving any honours trom a maf- 
ter whom he no longer thought pro- 
per toferve. ‘* What title, thus they 
exclaimed, can be half fo honourable 
as being ftyled the Patriot Minifter, 
the minifter of the people? What 
honour can defcend to his pofterity,;*e- 
qual to the hiftorical truth, that he 
has faved his country from ruin and 
reproach, that he has raifed her to glo- 
ry and happinefs ?” But fince it is no 
longer an infinuation that he has re- 
ceived his penfion, fince his accepting 
a title for his lady, can be no longer an 
artifice of bis enemies, lis friends endea- 
vour to defend-his blafed reputation.

Volatile and fixt alcaline falts and 
fpirits alfo precipitate mercury, {pi- 
rits of falts of hartfhorn, or fal-am- 
moniac, {alt of tartar and wormwood, 
&e. but as thefe can feldom be got 


H on a fudden, the following articles 


may be ufed: Pot-athes diffolved in 
warm water (or cold till fome can be 
got warm) fo as not to be too acrid. 
Failing thefe, ftrain warm water thro” 
athes of bean-ftalks, broom, ath, or 

any 
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any other plant that ean’ be foonett 
burnt: White and black foaps, con- 
taining thefe falts and oil, are very. fit 
to be melted in all the water drank or 
injected by way of glifter. 


If none of thefe can be got, or in 4 


fome cafes ——— not proper, any of 
the teftetia, crabs eyes, crabs claws, 
fhells of oyiters, mufcles, or eggs, co- 
ral prepared, or common chalk poun- 
ded or fcraped ‘into their drink, 
will precipitate the mercury ; and as 
fome of them, at the fame time, add

4 &e~ Royal Family being conduc- 
ted to the upper end of the Hall, 
called the Huftings, (/e p. 534) a table 
was provided for them, fet off with a 
variety of emblematick ornaments be- 
yond defcription elegant, and a fuperb 
canopy was placed over their majefties 
heads at the upper end of it. It wasal- 
moft nine before the dinner (or rather 
fupper,was ferved upto the Royal Fa- 
ly, whoall fat at the fametable, and no 
other perfon with them.

An Account of the Life of AR168T0. 


‘Opovico ARYOsTO, the famous 
Italian poet, and author of Orlan-~ 

do Fariofo, was born at the caftle of 
Reggio in Lombardy in 1474. His father 
‘who was major-domo to Duke Her- 
cules, lived to the extent of his for- 
‘tune, fo left but little at his death. 
Ariofio from his childhood, fhewed great 
marks of genius, efpecially int poetry, 
and wrote a comédy in verfe on. the 
ftory of Pyramus and: Thifbe, which his 
brothers and fifters played. His father 
being utterly unlearned, and rather re- 
garding profit than’ his fon’s inclina- 
tion, compelled him to ftudy the civil 
law ; in which, ‘having plodded fome 
years to no purpofe, he quitted it for 
more pleafing ftudies. Yet often la- 
-mented, as Owid and Petrarch did be- 
fore him, and our own Milton fince*, 
that his father banifhed him from the 
mufes. On’ which occafion, one can- 
not help obferving, how cruel and im- 
politic itis in parénts to force their 
children from thofe prevailing ftudies 
to which their genius leads them, and 
make them apply to others, which as 
they hate, can never be a credit or 
advantagetothem. A remarkable in- 
ftance, 1s that of the late Mr Ben- 
jamin Robins, whofe proficiency. in 
the mathematics, to which his genius 
early led him, is well known, though 
in the trade of a taylor, to’ which 
he was bred, he was fo aukward, that 
he could hardly cut out a piece of 
cloth. At the age of 24 Ariaflo loft his 
father, and found himfelf perplexed 
with family ‘affairs. However, in 
about fix years‘he was, for his good 
s, taken into the fervice of Don 
Hippolito, Cardinal of Efe. At this 
time, .he’ had written nothing 
except a few fonnets; but now 
he refolved to make a poem, and chofe 
Bayardo’sOrlando Inamorato,for a ground 
work. However, he was prevented 
writing for a great many years, and 
was chofen asa fit perfon to go on an 
Julio 11. where he 
uch fatisfaftion, that he was fent

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feribed and figured by. Dr Kémpfer's As 
muenitatum exoticarum, fol.473,and found 
it agreed exactly in every refpect. 

We are much beholden to that é-

Japanefe make Paper of the Bark of @ 
Tree. 
APER is made in Fapan of the bark 
of the Morus Papyrifera Sativa, or 
rue paper tree, after the following ma- 


ner ; Every year when thé le2ves aré 


C fallen off, or in the tenth Fapannefe 


month, which commonly anfwers to 
our December, the young fhoots, which 
are very fucculent, are cut oft into 
fticks about three feet long, or fomie- 
thing lefs, and put together in bundle 
to be afterwards boiled with water an 

athes. If they thould grow dry before 


D they can be boiled, they mutt be firft

foaked in common water for about 24 
hours, and then boiled. ‘Thefe bun- 
dies, or faggots, are tied clofe together, 
and put BP pe gat into a large kettle, 
which muft be well covered, and then 
they are boiled till the bark thrinks fo 
far as to let about half an inch of the 
wood 2 ped naked atthe top. When 
thé ftickshave‘all been fufficiently boil- 
ed, they are taken out of the water, and 
expofed to the air till'they grow cold, 
then they are flit open lengthways for 
the bark to be taken off, which eine 
done, the wood is thrown away as 
ufelefs, but the bark dried and care- 
fully préeferved, as being the fubftance 
out of which they are in time to make 
their paper, ‘by letting it undergo a 
further preparation, confifting in-clean- 
fing it a-new, and afterwards picking 
out the betterfrom the worfe. In order

blackifh ‘fkin which covers it is fcraped 
off, together with the green furface, of 
what remains, which is done witn a 
knife, which they call Kaadfi Kufacgi, 
that is,a Kaadf rafor ; at the fame time 
alfo the ftronger bark, which is fulla 
year’s growth, is feperated from thé 
thinner, which covered the younger 
branches, the former piers the beft 
and whiteft a the latter only a 
dark and ‘silt erent fort. If there is. 
any bark-of more than ‘a year’s growth, 
nixed 
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mixed with thereft, it.is likewife pick- 
éd out and Jaid afide, as yieldmg a 
coarfer and worfe fort of paper ;,all 
grofs. knotty particles, and whatever 
elfe looks in the leaft faulty and difco- 
loured, is picked out at the fame time, 
to be kept with the laft coarfe_matter’. 

After the bark has been fufficiently 
cleanfed, and prepared and foxted ac- 
cording toits differing dearer of good- 
nefs, it muft be boiled in clear lie. 
From the time it begins to boil, they 
keep perpetually ftirring it witha ftron 
reed, pouring from time to time fo 
much frefh lye in as is neceflary to 
denfe the evaporation, and diag od 
what hath been already loft by it ; this 
boiling muft be continued till the mat- 
ter is grown fo tender, that being but 
flightly touched with the finger, 1t will 
diffolve and feperate into flocks and fi- 
bres. Their lye is made of any fort of 
afhes, in the following manner: two 
pieces of wood are laid a-crofs over a 
tub and covered with ftraw, on which 
they lay wet afhes, and then pour boil- 
ing hot water upon it, which, as it 
runs througi the ftraw, into the tub 
underneath, is embued with the faline 
particles of the afhes, and makes what 
they call lye. 

After boiling the bark as above 
defcribed, follows the wafhing of it, 
which is of nofmall confequence in pa- 
per- making, and muft be managed with 
erst judgment and attention ; if it 

ath not been wafhed long enough, the 
paper will be ftrong, indeed, and of a 
good body, but courfe, and of little 
value ; and if, on the contrary, the 
wafhing has been too long continued, 
it will afford a whiter Paper, but fuch 
2s will not bear ink. is pert of pa- 
per making, therefore, muft be mana- 
ged with the greateft care and judge- 
ment, fo as to keep toa middle degree, 
and avoid eitherextreme. They wath 
it in a river, putting the bark into a 
fort of fieve, which will let the water 
run through, and ftirring it continual- 
ly with the hands and arms, till it 
comes to be diluted into a delicate foft 
pulp, ormucilage. For the finer fort 
of paper the waihing mutt be repeated, 
but the bask muft be put into a piece 
of linnen, inftead of a fieve, becaufe 
the longer the wafhing is, continued, 
the more the bark is divided, and would 
@ome at laft to be fo thin and minute, 
that it would run. out of the holes of 
the fieve and be loft, and at the fame 
time alfo, what. hard knots or flocks, 
and other heterogeneous ufelefs parti- 
eles remain, i

having been fufficiently wathed, is put 
upon a thick, fmeoth, wooden table, 
in order toits being beaten with fticks 
of the hard: Kufroki wood, which is com- 
monly done by two or three people, 
until it is wrought fine enough, and be- 
comes withal fo thin, as torefemble 2 
pulp of foaked paper, whieh being put 
into water, will diffolve and difperfe 
like meal...

Thefe three things being put together 
mutt be ftirred with a thin clean reed, 
till they are thoroughly mixed and 
wrought into a uniform liquid fub- 
ftance, of a good cenfiftence ; this-fuc- 
ceeds .beft.in. a narrow tub, but after- 
wards the mixture is put into a larger 
one, which .is not-unlike thofe mace 
ufe of in our paper-mills; out of this 

tub the leaves are taken off one b 
one, on proper patterns made of bull- 
ruthes, inftead of brafs wire, called 
Mys. Nothing remains now but a pro- 
per management in drying of them ; 
in order to this they are laid up in 
heaps upon a table covered with a dou- 
ble matt, and a fimall piece of reed is 
ut between every leaf, which ftand- 
ing out a little way, ferves, in time, 
to lift them up conveniently, and take 
them off fingly. Every heap is-covered 
with a fmall plank or board, of the 
fame fhape and fize with the paper, on 
which are laid weights, firft, indeed, 
{mall ones, left the leaves being then 
wet and tender, fhould be. preffed to- 
gether intoone lump, but, by degrees, 
more and heavier, to prefs and fqueeze 
outal] the water. The next day the 
weights are taken off, the leaves are 
lifted up one by one, by the help of 
the fmall ftick above-mentioned, and 
with the palm of the hand, clapped to

[The infufion of ‘the Oreni root is 
made after the following manner : 
The root pounded, or cut fmall,-is 
put into freth water, which, in one 
night's time, turns mucilaginous, and 
becomes fit for uf, after it has been 
ftrained through a piece of linnen. 
The different feafons of the year re- 
quire a different quantity of water 
to be mixed with the reot. ‘They 
fay the whole art depends entirely up- 
on this. In the‘ fummer, when the 


heat of the air diffolves the jelly, and p as they 


makés it more fluid, a greater quan- 
tity is required, and lefs in propor- 
tion in the winter, and in cold wea- 
ther ; too much of this infufion mixed 
with the other ingredients, will make 
the paper thinner in proportion ; too 
little, on the contrary, will ‘make it 
too thick, therefore a middle quanti- 
ty is required to make a good paper, 
and of an equal thicknefs ; however, 
upon taking out a few leaves, they can 
e fee whether they have put too 
much or too little of it. . Inftead of the 
oreni root, which fometimes, at the 
beginning of the fammer, grows ve- 
ty fearce, the paper makers ufe a 
creeping fhrub called fane kadjura, the 
leaves whereof yield a mucilage ‘in 
great plenty, though not altogether 
fo good for this purpofe, as the muci- 
lage of the above-mentioned oremi root. 
I have alfo mentioned the juncus /fati- 
wus, which is cultivated in 
wach great care and induftry. It grows 
tall, thin, and ftrong; the Japanefe 
make {fails of it, and very fine matts to 
cover their foors. 

It hath been obferved above, that 
when the leaves are frefh taken of 
from their patterns, they are laid up 
in heaps, on a tablecovered with two 
matts.

A thick, ftron 
fort of paper is fold at Siriga (one o 
the greateft.towns in Japan, and the 
capital of the province of that name) 
which is very neatly painted and fold- 
ed up, fo much in a piece as is wanted 
fer a fuit ; it looks fo like filken or 
woollen ftuff, that it might be mifta- 
ken eafily forthem. A thin neat fort 
of paper, which hath a yellowith cat, 
is made ia China and Tonquin, of cotton 
and bamboas: At Siam, the Samnites 
make their paper of the bark of the 
Pliokkloi tree, of which they have two 
forts, one black and another white, 
both. v courfe, rude, and fimple, 
emfelves are. They fold it 
up into books, aiuch after the fame 
manner fans are folded, and write on 
both fides, not, indeed, with a pencil, 
in imitation of thofe more polite na- 
tions who live farther Eaft, but with 
a rude fylas, made of clay.—Thus far 
the defcription of the way of making 
paper in the Eaft, which the late learn- 
ed Becmannus was fo defirous to know, 
and fo earneftly entreated travellers to 
enquire into, being, however, mifta- 
ken in fuppofing that it was made of 
cotton, whereas it evidently appears 
by.this account, that all the nations 
beyond the Gaxzges, make it of the bark 
of trees and fhrubs. The other Afa- 
tic nations on this fide the Ganges, the 
black inhabitants of the moft South- 
ermoft parts excepted, make their pa- 
per of old rags of cotton ftuff, and.

The Theory and Cure of the Diftemper call- 
eda Cold, from a late Treatife. on the 
Subjed : Written by John Chandler of 
London, Apothecary, aud FR. S: 


HE matter which perfpires from 
eo the’ luman body is not excre- 
mentitious, but is the refult of the taf 
and. moft perfeét concoction of the ani- 
mal juices ; it is wliat remains of the 
alimentary fubftances received into the 
ftomach after they have gene through 
the whole courfe of gradual tranfmu- 
tation, and are purified from all ex- 
crementitious particles, and it is de- 
figned for the immediate nourifhment 
and repair of the body in all its parts. 

This juice therefore permeates, or 
paffes through, every part of the body, 
and fo much of it only as is redundant 
or fuperfluous, paffes off through the 
pores, and excretory ducts. 

But the pores and excretory dutts, 
through which the fuperfluity of this 
juice pafles, are not thofe only of the 
iin, ut of the membranes that co- 
ver and line the ftomach, bowéls, and 
every other internal part of the jbody, 
fo that all the furfaces of the body, in- 
ward and outward, are in a perpetual 
ftate of perfpiration, by which they 
are kept moift and fupple, and pre- 
vented both from adhering, and from 
fuffering a painful irritation by rub- 
bing againft each other. rf 

This juice, as well as all other juices 
of the body, when it is firft fecreted 
from the capillary arteries is ‘heated, 
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and therefore in a thin fluid ftate; but 
afterwards it grows thicker from vari- 
ous caufes, particularly from remain- 
ing at reft im its feveral receptacles, and 
from'‘a diffipation or abforption of its 
aqueous particles. 

This juice may be rendered thick 
and tenacious, by nattral and by fu- 
per-natural- cafes; and one’ fpecies 
of tenacity - will be falutary and necef- 
fary, the other hurtful and danger- 
ous. It “is rendered thick and tena- 
cious, and becomes ‘the glandular mu- 
cous of ‘the nofe and mouth, and of 
ali the carials where fuch a humour is 
neceflary to defend their internal fur- 
face againft acrid and ftimulating par- 
ticles,’ v? a natural caufe, and there- 
fore is: falutary and neceflary. It is 
rendered: thick‘and'tenacious alfo by a 


preter-natural chil/, in its fecretory or 


excretoty duéts ; and by a corrugation 
or fpafmodic conftriftion of the duéts 
themfelves ; it then puts a ftop tothe 
natural fecretions and- abforptions, 
conlequently to the free circulation of 
the humours through the capillaries, 
which ‘therefore extend and load the 
compound organs on which the af- 
feétion falls ; and, in this cafe; the in- 
{piffated perfpirable matter forms the 
tenacious fubftance that’appears upon 
the furface of blood, whichis taken from 
perfons who are difordered in confe- 
quence of neglected colds, and which 
is called fze; the fame matter thus 
morbidly infpiffated, alfo forms ' the 
tough membranes and adhefions of 
the lungs with the pluera, after perip- 
neumonies and pleurifies, as well as all 
other adhefions afterinflamatory difor. 
ders of different parts. 

This morbid infpiffation of the per- 
fpirable matter from a cdillin fomein- 
ternal or external part, therefore pro- 
duces the difeafe called a cold, and when 
it falls on the pituitary membrane,which 
is moft fubjeét to this accident, the 
moft immediate and remarkable fymp- 
toms of the difeafe-are produced. 

The pituitary membrane is fo called, 
becaufe it fecretes the pituita or mucus 
of the nofe and mouth ; part of it is 
alfo the immediate organ of fmelling ; 
it is of great extent, and lines not on 
ly the noftrils, but all the adjacent ca- 
vities called finuiles : It is full of blood 
vefiels and nerves, and the hinder part 
of it contains a great number of glands, 
each of which receives into its cavi- 
ty, the thin lymph fecreted or perfpi- 
red from the minute capillaries, which 
by cooling, and by the a 
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its aqueous parts, becomes the mucus 
already mentioned ; the capillary ar- 
teries that cover other parts of this 
membrane, alfo ooze out, their lymph, 
which is thickened by the action of the 
air, and by its being intangled in the 
glandular mucus. . 

When the pituitary membrane is _af- 
fected by a cold, the capillary veflels, 
and ducts of the glands, are ob- 
ftruéted, which produces an undue 
fullnefs and diftention ,of the vef- 
fels, with a conftriction of the mem- 
brane, a ftimulation of the nerves, and, 
at laft, an immoderate diftillation and 
eflux of humour; in other words, 
the head is ftuffed, the party fneezes, 
and the nofe runs; All this is fre- 
quently occafioned by breathing cold air, 
and forms a diforder, which was for- 
merly called, a catarrb, and, errone- 
outy fuppofed to be derived from the 

rain. 

As the blood veffels which are fpread 
over this membrane, communicate 
with eachother, and are derived from 
different trunks, the obftruction fome- 
times fhifts from one part to another ; 
the difcharge from the noftrils will 
ceafe, anda hoarfenefs or cough come 
on, and wice verfa. 

That part of the body on which cold 
is taken, or on which the perfpirable 
matter is morbidly thickened bya cdill, 
will firft fuffer, and thew the firft figns 
of the diforder, which originally is 
local. 

It is common for perfons coming 
out of avery warm room into the o- 
pen air, with the whole body heated 
infide and out, and the perfpiration 
every where encreafed, to wrap them- 
felves up, fo as to prevent a chill on 
the furface of the body ; but it is alfo 
common to take no precaution for the 
defence of the paffages by which we 
breath; fuch perfons therefore breath 
a cold damp air, which is repeatedly 
drawn up the noftrils ; thus they take 
cold, which immediately affects the 
pituitary membrane ; in about 12 hours 
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feftion of that part of the pituitary mem- 
brane, whichis fpread over the noftrils 
and frontal finuffes. 

The coryza, however, is fometimes 
produced by a more general check of 
the perfpiration, from wet linnen, or 
damp beds ; for this cheek will caufe

matter, by repelling what fhould have 
been thrown off, and nature will eafe 
herfelf of the fuperfiuity, where the 
readieft out-let is to be found, which, 
from fome pre-difpofing caufes, may 
happen to be this emunétory. 

I'o facilitate the cure of the coryza, 
it is often neceflary to take away 
blood, and to empty the bowels by 
gentle aperitives, in order to eafe the 
pituitary membrane of that load and ten- 
fion, which would otherwife be too 
great for the elafticity of the veffels to 
overcome ; and which, therefore,might 
multiply the obftruétions, break the 
veffels, inflame the membrane, and 
produce a fever.

We fhould never accuftom ourfelves 

to fit in a room more than temperately 
warm, nor to fit wear a fire, or-hover 
over it. 
- We thould never go very warm into 
the cold ; but: wait till the ftate of the 
body is nearer to that of the air into 
which we are going. 

All currents of air are te be avoided. 

When we go ont of a playhoufe in 
cold weather, we fhould always throw 
on fome additional garment, and never 
forget to guard the mouth and noftrils 
with a handkerchief or muff, againft

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If it is a doubt, as fome who have 

eppofed the conqueft of Martinico have 
pretended, whether we have: not al- 
ready over conquered ourfelves, what 
are the twelve millions for ?, Are they 
all to be confumed in Germany, where 
enly there is no ma 4 of making 
any conqueft at all ? 

It has been faid, that. we fhould not 
encreafe our conquefts, for fear of gi- 
ving umbrage to other nations; but if 
fo, to what end is the German war, con- 
fidered merely as a war of diverfion ? 
did we refolve to {pend feven millions in 
Germany, to prevent the French from 
fending faccours to Canada, which we 
had already conquered ; or, to Martinico, 
which we did not intend to attack? 
Or did we lavifh this fum, merely to 
favour the conqueft of Belleifle? A 
conqueit, which we fee by the negoci- 
gation, our enemies layghed at us for 
having made, and-wull fcarce take 
again, when we offer it them. 

But perhaps it may be pretended, 
that the German war is intended to di- 
vert the French force from. invading 
England. . If it be an eligible meafure 
in. this. view, there muit be at leaft 
fome probability of danger from an 
invafion, for mere phyfical poffibilities 
are no moiives.of action: And this 
diveriion will be more or lefs neceflary, 
-a: the danger is greater or lefs: A mi- 
nifter, therefore,.of integrity and abi- 
lity, would certainly prefs moft for a 
war of diverfion, when the danger of 
invation is greateft, and be little con- 
eerned about it, when -the danger is 
leaft. 

:.. Butit-is notorious; that in the:years 
3755, and 1756, when the French fleet 
was moft formidable, and when our 
fleet and army were not equal to more 
than half their prefent itrength, the 
late minifter and his friends were con- 
tinually inveighing againft all German 
operations. They fpoke, they wrote, 
they were turned out, and received 
their gold boxes upon that account. 
. Thus things continued till the year 
1757, by which time the enemy’s na- 
val force was greatly broken; we had 
many of their fhips in our ports, and 
more than half their feamen-in our 
prifons ; our army. was ftrengthened 
by many new battalions, and our fhips 
and fea.nen all in full vigour : Then 
it was that this gentleman's mind be-; 
came iiluminated, and as the danger 
of invafion grew lefs, he -fuddenly 
perceived the neceflity of a diverfion 
in Germany to grow greater: And ha- 
ving difgraced a general of our owa 
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royal family, for having fhewn himfel® 
too good an Engli/oman, in putting an 
end to the fink German war by the 
treaty of Clofer Seven, which was then 
called an infamous padlock put upox Ha- 

A pnoverian fords; he entered: upon a 
new German war of double the extent, 
and quadruple the expence. 

i The French will always have men e+ 
nough to fpare to.invadeusif they can 
provide fhips, notwithftanding any di- 
verfion ; for within three months after 
our boalted victory at Minden, when 

B the diverfion was in its greateit force, 
the French aftually did torm:a defign 
of invading us, and having provided 


fhips, they brought down 20,000.men 
to their coaft, till facing usin Germany 
with a fuperior force, But by the fea- 


fight off Bellei/le, their navy was entire- 
ly broken.; they have been fince with- 
out fhips, without feamen, and with- 
C out trade; Is it mot therefore an af- 


front to common fenfe, to pretend that . 


the German was is. necefflary to divert 
the French from invading us, now they 
have net a marine to doit, which ex- 
perience has fhewn could not divert 
them from attempting it when they 
had? And yet ever fince the battle of 
D Minden, our whole force has been ex- 
erted in Germany.

end with us? 

Yet the nation is now threatened 
with a Spanifhb war. God forbid we 
fhould court it! but if we are at li- 
berty to purfue only the Briti/ inte- 
reft, we have no reafon to fear it. As 
the French marine is ruined, Spain will 
be an inferior enemy. 

Laft year it was faid, the beft thing 
in the Prufian treaty was, its being 
only for a year. Why then fhould we 
renew it? Wecannot be bound fure- 
ly, to give the K. of Prafia four milli., 
ons of crowns per ann. as long as he

-we have bound ourfelves not to make

confolate & forlorn in her appearance, 
that he could not refift his curiofity to 
fpeak to her. Upon enquiring what 
was the caufe of her prefent apparent 
diftrefs, the told him that fhe had been 
turned out of her fervice by one Mrs 
Ferne, anid that the knew not where 
to go: The name of Ferne, immedi- 
ately rendered his curiofity interefted 
in a high degree, and he fent her to 
Mr Cobb, who was clerk under Per- 
rott’s commiffion, to get her examined. 

The examination of this woman, 
whofe name was Mary Harris, was ta- 
ken before Juftice Fielding on the 23d of 
~ 1761, and was to this effect:

In confequence of this information, 
Ferne’s apartments, which were very ex- 
penfively furnifhed,in particular, witha 
chamber organ, were Yearched by vir- 
tue of Fielding’s warrant; and, at the 
fame time, Perrot's room in Newgate, 
by virtue of a warrant from the com- 
miffioners. 


G In Ferne’s poffeffion were found the 


halfs of four Bank-notes, amounting 
in all to 385 Ll. and the correfponding 
halfs were found at the bottom of Per- 
rott’s trunk, hid, or fewed up ve 
carefully'in a piece of rag, together 
with the figned moiety of another 
bank-note for 1099 /. 

Upon this difcovery, Ferme was car-

After fonteé fubfequent examinations 
of Mrs Ferrie, and of one Martin Ma- 
thias, atid otie Pye Donkin, who aéted 
as attérneys for Perrott, which exami- 
nations all tend to prove that Perrott 
had depofited notes to a great value 
in Ferne’s“ hands, and to expofe the 
fhamelefs perjury of Ferne, all proceed- 
ings wére fufpeaded till the trial in 
Sept. 1761, when it being proved, that 
the notés found in the poffeffion of 
Ferne and Perrott, were the produce of 
Perrott’s eftate, he was convicted, and 
received fentence of death: 

From the time of his having been 
charged with a capital offence, he was 
put into irons ; yet he feemed healthy 
and chearful, and expreffed great con- 
fidence of being acquitted. 

After his conviétion, he was remo- 
ved from his chamber toa cell, where 
he contracted a cold and hoarfenefs, 
and became fretful, querulous, and 
impatient : He had, however, even 
then formed a fcheme of efcaping from 
prifon ; and a’party of failors were 
hired to come and refcue him in the 
day time, when brought down from 
the cellsto the chapel, by fecuring the 
turnkey at’ the gate, forcing the keys 
from: him, and then carrying off the 
prifoner : To facilitate the execution 
of this projeét, Perrott complained that 
the publick prayers were not fo fre- 
quent as they ought to be, and was ve- 
ry zealous to attend oftner at chapple ; 
but fome intelligence having been gi- 
ven to Mr Akerman, that a refcue was 
intended, orders were fent down, that 
he fhould be more clofely confined, and 
net permitted to be out of his cell any 
longer than he continued at chaple ; 
the Ordinary alfo received a hint, not 
to vifif him more than once a day in

He: was, in confequerice of his own 
requeft; vifited the day before his death 
by shisaflignees,, to whom, however, he

This reafon for anfwering no queftions, 
feems to prove that-he had fecretly de-

TS king of Prufia forefeeing, at 
the beginning of the campaign, 
that the Rujsans would employ their 
utmoft efforts to make themfelves maf- 
ters of Colberg, detached Prince Eu- 
gene of Wurtemberg, with 12,000 men, 
tacover it. This Prince caufed very 
ftrong entrenchments to be made by 
Gen. Thadden, an able engineer, which 
furrounded the town from the Baltic 
fea to theriver of Perfante, and from 
thence to the other fide of that fea. 

In thefe entrenchments the Prince 
of Wurtemberg hath maintained his 
ground againft the united force of the 
Ruffian and Swedifh fleets, and a body 
of 25,000 Rufians, under the command 
of Gen. Romanzoff,which during all the 
time blocked up the town. The dif- 
ferent affaults made from time to time 
by that general, have been always re- 
pelled with lofs, and efpecially that of 
the rath of Sept. which coft the Rufi- 
ans near 3000 men. 

Intheend of September, the King of 
Pruffia detached General P/aten with 
30,000 mien, to the relief of Colberg. 
This general arrived there on the 3d 
of Ofober, after making,on his march, 
2000 prifoners, and deftroying almoft 
all the Rufian magazines in Poland. 
But this very circumftance, of cutting 
offthe enemy’s provifions, perhaps al- 
fo the news of the taking of Schweid- 
witz, joined to the pofitive orders of 
the court of Rufia, to reduce Colberg 
coft what it would, determined Field- 
Marfhal Butterlin to march thither, 
with his whole army, by the way of 
the New Marche and Pomerania. 

As the communication between Co/- 
berg and Stetten, after the arrival of 
fuch alarge army, was no longer open, 
and as the united corps of the Prince 
of Wurtemberg and Gen. Plater began 
to want provifions, the latter marched 
towards Stetten in queft of the convoys 
which were held ready at that place. 
In this march, his van, confifting of 
two battalions, under the command of 
Lt Col. Courbdieres, was carried off, on 
the 2oth of Ofober, by 4000 Rufians 
during a heavy rain which would not 
fuffer their mufkets to fire. Gen. P/a- 
ten, being arrived at Stetten, was defi- 
rous to conduét, a convoy to Colberg : 
but arriving on the 22d at Golnow, he 
found there Gen. Fermor with a great 

art of the Rufian army blocking up 
fis way. He was cannonaded by the 
enemy, and maintained the poit of 
Golnow: but feeing the impoffibility of 
conducting his convoy through the e- 
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nemy’s army, he carried it back to the 
fort of Damm near Stetten, and march- 
edon the 26th to Stargard. 

Gen. Knobloch had been pofted with 
three battalions at Treptow, which 
was toferve asa refting place for the 
convoys: butGen. Platex being forced 
to return back, Gen. Romanzoff ad- 
vanced with a large force to Treptoqw, 
and Geri. Knobloch was compelled on 
the 25th, to furrender a prifoner of 
war, after defending himfelf vigoroufl 
for five days in an open town, whic 
hath .fcarce any wall. The enemy 
boafted that they took there 4000 men; 
but they own themfelves, that the gar- 
rifon of Treptow confifted only of 
three battalions, which cannot amount 
to moze than 1800 men. 

Thefe fucceffive difafters were occa- 
fioned by the neceffity there was for 
re-victualling Colberg, cott what it 
would ; and, for that end, difperfing 
the troops in the face of an army of 
the enemy amounting to 50,000 men ; - 
which could not be done but by a fin- 
gular piece of good fortune. 

About the end of Oober, the Prince 
of Wurtemberg was reduced to the 
greateft ftraits; neverthelefs, the ca- 
pitulation which Gen. Romanzoff offer- 
ed him on the rft of Nov. was reject- 
ed with difdain. At that timea veffel 
paffing by near the mouth of the har- 

our, the Prince fent eut fome armed 

floops, which brought her in ; her la~ 
ding proved luckily tobe rye ; and as 
the enemy’s fleets were obliged to quit 
thofe feas by the advanced feafon, a 
great many other veffels with provifi- 
ons, have been got fafe, into the har- 
bow. 
Field Marfhal Count Butterlin, whofe 
head-quarters were at that time at the 
village of Stargorth, near Colberg, quit- 
ted it on the 2d of Nov. and marched 
with the main bedy of his army to- 
wards Shiefelbein, and Gen. Fermor to- 
wards Noremberg and Templebourg,which 
is theroad to Poland, . 

Before their departure, they fent a 
reinforcement to Gen. Romanzof, who 
remains before Colberg. 

But as the Pr. of Wurtemberg, after, 
revictualling Colberg, and re-inforcing 
the garrifon, quitted his intrench- 
ments,he forced his way through a part 
of the Ruffian army, and arrived on 
the r6th at Greiffenberg, where he was 
joined by Gen. Platin’s troops, and 
marched immediately to the neigh- 
bourhood of Reg:nwalde, in order to 
annoy Gen. Romanzoff's rear, and out 
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off his fubfiftance, in order to compel 
him to raife the fiege. 

Gen. .Berg attacked Gen. Plater, on 
the 2d, between Stargard and Pyritz ; 
but was repulfed with the lofs of up- 
wards of soo men, killed 'or wounded; 

The campaign in sahe appears to 
be at anend: The roads are fo much 
{poilt by the rain, that no enterprife 
can be undertaken. Laudobn’s army, 
with which Gen. Czernichef with-a bo- 
dy of Rufians fill continues, will pro- 
bably keep poffeffion daring the win- 
ter of almott all Lower Silefia. In Up- 
per Silefia the King of Prufia’s troops 
are pofted in fuch an advantageous 
manner, and the different fortrefles, 
Brieg, Neifs, Cofel, Glogau, &c. are fur- 
nifhed with fuch ftrong garrifons, that 
it will be iimpoffible for the Auftrians 
to fucceed in any enterprife againft 
oA con tpi int the K. of Pri 

con(piracy againft the K. o = 
fa has beet difcbreted at Breflau. The 
confpirators, at the head of whom 
were the Baron de Wargot/ch, and the 
Sieur Schmidt, had engaged to deliver 
his majefty, dead, or alive, to the Az- 
Arians, and were even congratulating 
their friends on the approaching fuc- 
cefs of their terrible enterprize, as ap- 
pears by a letter feized in the night be- 
tween the 29th and 3oth ult. on the 
perfon of M. Kappel, a domeftic of the 
aforementioned Baron, and addreffed 
tothe Baron de Wadis.. Hearing that 
their plot was difcovered, they imme- 
diately flew to the camp of Gen. Lau- 
dobn, and forcibly took with them two 
Prufian generals. 

T he king, by two public citations, 
has fummoned thefe odious confpir'a- 


tors, and their accomplices, perfonal- . 


ly to appear before the High ‘Tribunal 
of Breflau, on or before the 21ft of Fa- 
nuaiy 1762, in failure of which’ they 
will be condemned for contumacy, ex- 
ecuted in effigy, and their eftates con- 
fifcated. 

Colonel Belling, with 3000 Prufians, 
hath again entered Mecklenbourg, where 


he carries off all’ that are ‘fit to bear’ 


arms, and the fmall remains of forage 


which the inhabitants had faved or 


their own ufe. 

The army of the empire will be 
quartered during the winter, in Thu- 
ringia, in fuch a manner, that one ex- 
tremity of the Jine of the pofts, will 
join to that of the French in the-neigh- 
bourhood of Frfurth, and the other to 
that of the Aufirians near Freyberg.

* In the laft I had the. honour of 
writing te you, I informed your €éx- 
cellency, that I intended to make: an.

Murders, robberies, houfe-breaking, and 
threatning letters, were featce ever more fre 
efent. Mrs Woolley, at wit 
o'clock on Sunday night, was robbed in the 
very heart of the. city, as the was coming 
from vifiting a neighbour, within a few doors 
of her own houfe; this day, December 1, a 
gentleman was found weltering in his blood 
on the Bow road, fuppofed to have been 
robbed, and murdered for making refiftance : 
Several houfes have been broken open in the 
night, in the villages about town 3 and letters 
of very extraordinary ftyle, have becn fent to 
Mis Martha Roberts, of Walibam Abbey, 
threatning to have her blood, and fire her ef- 
tates, if the did not lay soo /. in a certain 
place, and marry her daughter to a young man 
in Waltham within a month. 

This practice of fending threatning letters 
feems. to have reached Lifo:n, where a gentle« 
man belonging to the Englijh faétory lately 
received one, requiring 70 moidores to be 
brought to a certain place out of town; But 
the gentleman applying for a guard, an officer 
and four men went tothe place appointed, 
and there met with Fido/ Goti, a young no- 
bleman, accompanyed by a prieft, both of 
whom they apprehended and carryed to prifon. 

By all accounts the French have equipped 
the -la@ remains of their marine, on board of 
which they have embarked a confiderable 
force, in order to ftrengthen the colonies that

His father liveds:at Benwardon, near 
the N.E. extremity of Ireland, “and 
died when he was about {ix years old; 
leaving him intitled to a paternal e- 
ftate worth about soo/..a year. 

He was, at a proper age, fent to.a 
gtammar-fchool, and atterwards fent 
to the univerfity of Dublin: He was

obferved, when: a..boy, to have the 
ftrongeft propenfity to gaming, and 
was at fi always defpifed as a 

coward. na a 
While he was at tollege ke became of 
age, and took poffeffion of his eftate ; 
he-had a pood igure, an elegant ad- 
drefs, and .was not deficient in under- 
ftanding ; and being taken notice of 
by Lord Mezerinme, wasjby him intro- 
duced into the firft company in the 
kingdom: Mecmanghton naturally te- 
lected {uch.as@etemoft fond of play, 
afid’ was almoft conftantly at fome par- 
ty, where the fumis played for, though 
perhaps-triffing to the reit of the com- 
pany, were important to him. While 
he was.ja this firuatiaqn, however, he 
is fuppofed to have wen a confiderab'e 
ium 
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fum,of moneys but after about two 


ears, during which’ time he took his 
Batchélor's degree, he frequented all 
public, places both in Angland and Ire- 
land, where many perfons are always 
to be found who. make gaming their 
trade; among thefe he loft much more 
than he had won at Dabdlin, and ina 
few years his debts were fuppofed to 
be equal to the value of his ettate. 

His conneétion with Lord Mazarine 
enabled. him to retrieve his affairs, by 
marrying the fifter of his lordthip's 
wife, whofe friends, as the condition 
of his marriage, required him to take 
a folenin oath that he would play no 
more, to which he confented. But he 
found means to perfuade his wife to 
abfolve him from this oath, after he 
had kept it about two years; and he 
then, returned to, the gaming table 
with more eagernefs than ever, and 
with worfe fortune. 

Many fuits were commenced againt 
him for debt, and he was one night 
followed, as he was going home very 
late in a chair, by fome officers, who 
had a writ. againft him. When the 
chair ftopped at his houfe, they en- 
deavoured to arreft him, but he refif- 
ed, and the tumult happening juft un- 
der the window of Mrs Macnaughton's 
chamber, who had Iain in about a fort- 
night, fo frighted her that it occafion- 
ed her death. 

Macneughton, who made a very ten- 
der and. affeétionate hufband to this 
lady, was at firftinconfolable for her 
jofs; but at length he returned to the 

ay world, and fpent his whole time 
in fcenés of diffipation and in play. 
He was very foon reduced a fecond 
time toa ftate of great exigence and 
diftrefs; hut Lord Mazarine procured 
tov him the. place of collector of the 
XLing’s duty in the county of Coleraine. 
This was yorth about, 200/. per Aneum, 
and, added to what yet remained of 
dis eftate, would have been a genteel 
SoMmpetenh) but he {ti]] continued to 
play, and lof more than 800/. of the 
King’s money. This brought on the 
«lof of his place, and bis effate was fe- 
queftered to make good the deficiency 
in his accounts, 

In this fituatian, Mr dAadrew Knox. of 
Preben, member of, patlinment for 
Donegal, who had known him from 
a child, ‘invited him. to bis houfe, to 
continue there. as one of the family, 
till his affairs could be brought into.a 
better ftate. Me Knox's. family then 
cuniitted of himfelf, his wife, one fon 
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about 18 years old, and one daughter 
about 15. ; 

Macnaughton accepted the invitation, 
and immediately began to think of re- 
trieving his affairs, by marrying the 
young lady, who was intitled to a for- 
tune of sood/, by her mother’s mar- 
riage fettlement, and who, upon the 
death of her brother, without iffue, 
would inherit about fifteen hundred 
pounds a year.

an engagément not to marry another, 
to read over the marriage ceremony 
with him,, in the prefence of a young 
gentleman about feventeen years old, 
whole name, was Hamilton, kiffing the 
book interchangeably with him, as a 
fealto every prumife; but the conftant- 
ly added, “provided ‘my father fhall 
confent.”” 

In a very fhort time after, he endea- 
voured to perfyade her, that this con- 
tract was a real marriage, and gave 
him a right to her perion, notwith- 
ftanding the condition ; and he there- 
fore urged her, by the moft preffing in- 
treaty, as well as by every argument 
he could think of, to compleat the 
marriage, knowing, that if this could 
be brought about, Mr Knox would find 
himfelf in fuch a fituation as would 
render his con{fent to the marriage the 
leaft of two evils. 

It happened, that the virtue and 
filial duty of the young lady rendered 
this attempt unfuccelsful ; and Mac- 
naughton therefore determined to take 
the firtt opportunity of trying what he 
could do, by adding to his perfuafions 
fuch a degree of force as would not 
too much alarm her.

he determined to claim ‘her by-law,

With this view, he repaired imme- 
diately “to Mr ames Knox at Sligo, 
uncle to the young lady, and made 


C him acquainted with his pretenfions. 


Mr James Knox fet out, as foon as he 
had heard Macnaughton's ftory, for 
Prelen, to break the matter to his bro- 
ther; but he found that’ his brother 
had already learnt the whole from his 
daughter. It was, however, agreed, 
that Mifs Kiox thould not continue at 
Prehen, but, lor greater fecurity, re- 
turn with her uncle to Siize.

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Macnaughton, each being armed, with 
a brace of piftols ; Macgill, at the {¢- 
cond difcharge, had the good fortune 
to wound Macnaughicn inthe leg,which 
the ball paffed Clean through, a little 
below the calf. 

Being now difabled for a time, he 
was carried back in a litter to London- 
derry, with great parade; ,which fhew- 
ed he valued himfelf not a little on 
what had happened. 

In the mean time, Mr Knox com- 
menced a fuit againit him in the eccle- 
fiaftical court of Londonderry, in order 
firft to prove the contraét, and then 
fet it totally afide, by virtue of a late 
ftatute, which rendered fuch contracts 
ipfo facto void, if either of the parties 
were under age.

A writ being fued out. againft Mac- 
naughtcn to recover thefe damages, and 
feveral other aftions for debt being 
alfo commenced againft him, he found 
it neceflary to come.to England, where 
he had recourfe fo many mean expe- 
dients to raife money for his neceflary 
expences: He kept, however, a cor- 
refpondence with fome friends in Ire- 
land, who.gave him notice, from time 
to time, of whatever happened relating 
to Mr Kzox and his family. 

‘In Auguf aft he received from fome 
of thefe correfpondents an account, 
that Mifs Kzox, with her mother, and 
Mifs, Angel Knox: her aunt, were gone, 
or going to drink the waters at Savad- 
dling Bars... .He. immediately. fet out 
from Londen for, that place, by the way 
of Scotland, and he.arrived there in 
about ten.days, though it cannot be 
Jefs. than 600 miles,, ./ ,, 

Whenhe came,within a, little. way of 
Exnifpiliing, he, quitted his, horles and 
guides, and he..entered the town on 
toot, .difguifed like a, failor,an a. thort 
white wig, a checked, fhirt, and a kind 
of loole watch-coat .tied..cound his 
middle with a.rope,|. 

He took up his lodosgs at a mean 
obfcure houle,,faitable- to bis appéar- 
ance, and the next, morning hired.a 
poor tellow who gets his jiving by run- 
ing Of errands, and js called Bucky, 
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to go with him on foot, as a guide, to 
Swwaddling Bars. ' 

When he came thither, he hired a 
lodging in a little hut, calléd in: Ire- 
land a.cabbin, in the ikirts of a wood, 

A bordering on the public walks to the 
wells: In this wood he ufed to lurk 
all day, watching for an opportunity 
to fee Mifs Knox; and, he fays,jhe did 
fee her feveral times, and was once 
very near her above ten minutes, when 
fhe was at a confiderable diftance from 
her company; but fearing he might 
too much furprize her, he would not 
appear before her. What he intended 
in this place, where it does not appear 
that he had either horfe, carriage, or 
accomplice, or what he would have 
done if he had not been difcovered, 
cannot be known; but it happened, 

C that, when he leftthe cabbin, on the 
fourth day in the morning, he left a 
fhirt in the room where he flepr, with 
a confiderable quantity of powder and 
fhat tied up in the fleeve of it. This 
being found by the poor woman wha 
kept the cabbin, fhe fufpe&ed Mac- 
naughton to be a robber, and imme- 
diately communicated her fufpicions 
to the Bithop of Kilmore, who was then 
at the wells, and who offered a reward 
for taking him. 

Macnaughion, to prevent his being 
feized as a robber, went and difcover- 
ed himfelf to the Bifhop, to the great 

E furprize of his lordthip, and to the 
terror of Mrs Knox and the ladies. 

As there was. no warrantin the hands 
of any perfon here, by which Mac- 
naughtom could be lawfully feized and 
detained, the ladies were immediately 

laced under ‘the proteétion of Lord 

F Stteretce. who was then at his feat 
called Florence-Court, not far from the 
wells. 

Thither Macnaughton followed them, 
and in vain follicited his lordfhip for

bufinefS of parliament, he repaired, 
drefied as ‘a fportfman, to the neigh- 
bourhood of Preben, and took upon 
hinr'the name“of Smith; he was on 
horfeback, ‘and had with him his 
groom, George Mac Dougal; his plow- 
driver, James Mae Carol; and one Dun- 
lap, 2 poor fimple fellow, his tenant, 
ail mounted: Seven or eight others 
fet out with him from Preben, but all 
had gradually dropped off by the way, 
except thele three, 

Thus equipped and attended, he 
went to Mr Irwin's, a gentleman in 
the hearth-money collection, to whom 
all gentlemen who came into thofe 
parts to kill came were, welcome, whe- 
therjhe was acquainted with,them or not. 

While he was here, he received in- 
formation that Mr Knox would fet out 
for Dublin on the roth of Nowember ;

Having fuffered young Mr Knox and 
his fervant to pafs on, they rufhed out 
upon the coach juft as it came up to 
the cabbin; and Macnaughton, with his 
piece levelled, ordered the coachman 
to ftop, which he did. | Macnaughton's 
groom then made up to the coachman 
and levelling his piece, {wore he would 
foot him if he offered to put his horfes 
on. When the coach was thus ftopped 
and detained, Macnaughton went round 
the horfes heads to the coach door, ia 
order to fecure the lady; but M‘Cy/- 
lough riding up to him, and prefenting 
his blunderbufs, Macnaughtcn fred at 
him, and wounded ‘him in the head; 
the fellow, however, {napped his piece, 
but it miffed fire ; and” Macnaughion 
difcharging another piftol at him, 
wounded him in the knee an@ groin, 
and totally difabled him: Inthe mean 
time, Mr Knox fired out ‘of the coach- 
wintlow at Macnazghton, But the cock 
of the piftol flying off, that miffed fire 
alfo. Macnaughton tien advancing on 
the fore-part of the dunghil towards 
the fide of the cach’ where Mifs Knox

what is flill worfe, the bed of the ri- 
ver, between all the piers, continues 
quite open and unguarded ; the confe- 
quence of which muft be, that, in cafe 
any one part of the bed of the river, 
under any of the faliant angles of the 
piers, proves fofter than the reft, which 
may not be improbable, then that 
fofter part muft in time give way ;

A Description of the Pland. -of 
CEYLON. 
je ifland of Cey/on,from which the 

’ Dutch have lately been’ expelled 
2fter.a general maflacre, produced the 
cinnamon with which that nation fup- 
plied ail Europe. This ifland is fituated 
about 45 leagues from Cafe Comorian, 
between the 6th and roth degree of N. 
Jat. and between the 79th and 82d deg. 
of E. longitude, 'Itis about 60 leagues 
longs | above:200 in circumference. 
Tt was firit. difcovered. by the Porte- 
guefe ; but in 1602, begin to be vifited 
by the Dutch, who, encouraged and 
aihited by the natives, fuceflively feized 
all the forts pofieffed' bythe Portugusfe, 
whom they drove quiteiout fof the 1f- 
land in 1657, by the redu@ion of Co- 
jombo, the handfomelt and ftrongeft 
town in Ceylon. 

In 1672, the Freugh made an.attempt 
to fettle on this ifland and the King 
of Candi, defirous of employing them 
againit the Dutch, ashe had former: 
ly employed the Dutch againft the Por- 
tugucje, had ceded to them by treaty 





the port of Gottiar, fituated at the bot- 
tom of the bay of Tringuemaille on the 
eait fide of the ifland:: but the enter- 
prize failing, the Dutch company re- 
mained fole mafters of the coafts, and 
of the cinnamon trade; but were ftill 
on bad terms with .the natives, who 
continually reproached them with 
their knavery, .and. would place no 
confidence in them.’ The principal 
places which the Dutch poffeffed on the 
coafts were, Colombo, the capital, Negom- 
bo, Gallietes, the point des Galles, Nega- 
patnam, and fome other little forts o 
lets, confequence. 

Ceylon producesmany things befides 
cintiamon, with which the inhabitants 
might carry ona great trade ; fuch as 
long’ pepper, cotton, ivory, feveraldrugs 
and roots ufeful in dying, and in medi- 
cine, cardamum, mirabolans, filk, to- 
bacco, ebony, excellent timber for 
building,. lead ore, betel, wild honey, 
mutk, wax, chryftal, faltpeter, fulphur, 
fagary corcoma, rice of which the 
Dutch carry a great quantity to the 
coatt of Coromandel; iron, fteel, cop- 
per; gold, and filyer, and all forts of 
precious 
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recious-ftones except diamonds ; and: 
aftly, elephants. 

Indeed, the mines of gold and filver 
are forbidden to be worked ; the pre- 
cious ftones are all referved for the 
king; and fulphur and faltpetes are 
not allowed to be exported, but are re- 
fined on the ifland. 

The commerce of the Dutch is con- 
fined almoft ta cinnamon; and even 
for this they trade only with the na- 
tives adjoining to their fettlements, 
whe are kept under fubjection by the 
awe.of the Dutch garrifons. The cin- 
namon-tree doth not grow on all parts 
of the ifland : Some;parts produce ve 
ry few trees, and others none at all. 
What is called the cinnamon-field, 
which belongs wholly to. the Dutch, 
lies between Negambo and Gallietes, 
comprehending the welt and fouth 
coalts of the ifland. Thébeft cinna- 
mon grows in the neighbourhood of 
Colombo and Negambo; that at Point de 
Galles is pretty good ; the reit is mid- 
dling. Cinnamon is divided into three 
forts ;. fineft, middling, and coarfe. 
The beft is taken from young trees ; 
and as the trees advance in years, the 


bark degenerates. ‘The trees multiply p filver_and Copper 


very fait, and almoft without culture : 
But the Dutch, to keep the value of 
cinnamon, obitruét their propagation. 
‘Fhe Dutch alfo export a confiderable 
number of elepliants from Ceyla to 
India, where they are much valued, the 
fmalleit felling for upwards of fort 
guineas, and thelargeit for about 7o/. 
ferling. Their teeth. are larger, whi- 
ter, and of a finer grain, than any 
that come from Indiaor Africa. _ 

Before the Europeans appeared in In- 
dia, the Chimefe were matters of the 
trade of Ceylom; afterwards the Peri- 
ons, Arabians, and Ethiopians came in 
for a fhare of it: at laft the Duteh ex- 
eluded all other nations.

Meafures in metals, variable by na- 
ture with refpect to each other, cannot 
be fixed, oud are abfurd ; confequent- 
ly our error lies m making coins of 
tender in two metals, namely, gold and.

by law: for filver valued’ by law at 
gs. 2d. per oz. having rifen in March 
1759, to 5s. Bid. pave a ‘profit of rol. 
gs. 7d. per cent. to the-exporter or 
melter, which carried away all our 
weighty filver coin-that was current : 
Here lies the caufe of the evil,  pro- 
ceeding from the above error in our 
idea of the fubjeét. » 

What then is to be done? Gold and 
filver, we have feen, cannot both be 
the meafures of commerce; and gold 
alone cannot ‘reach the loweft artictes, 
neceflary tothe poor; fo that filver 
and copper feem requifite to be called 
in to its aid ;)as is practiled by all the 
nations of Europe. ' 

Fhe an{wer, and therewith the re- 
medy, lies in well: confidering the dif- 
tinétions of coins. of tender, and of 
coins of change, " 

The 
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The term tender, refj large 
tranfactions ; to. thefe ule has allotted 
our gold coins: in thefe they are all 
now paid ; therefore our gold coins, 
are coins of tender: But gold can 
reach lower, namely, to the half gui- 
nea, and may be brought ftill lower, 
wiz. to the quarter grea 3. by which 
thé neceffary ufe of filver in change 
will be reduced to one half; and this 
is one part of the remedy. 

The term change, refpeés low re- 
tailing dealings, to which gold cannot 
conveniently reach; to thefe ufe has 
allotted filver coins ; in thefe they are 
all now paid; therefore our filver 
coins are coins of change: But then 
thefe coins fhould be low ones.only, as 
low as conveniency can bear, namely, 
three-pences ; that the variations in 
the price of filver may be of fmall con- 
fequence to them; as little to be re- 
garded as poffible ; and this is the o- 
ther part of the remedy. 

Copper is acoin of change for the 
loweft dealings, to which filver cannot 
conveniently (\defcend, and fhould be 
coined into farthings.

Guineas and copper farthings we 
have ; the-want is only of quarter gui- 
neas and filver threepences ; a vaft dif- 
ficulty, truly ! to have embarraffed our 
brains fo Jong. 

Nor let the fuppofed inconveniency 
of thefe quarter guineas and filver 
threepences be objected on account of 
their {mallnefs, fince Portugal ufes lefs; 
namely, the oito teftoens of 4s. 6d. va- 
Jue, and the crufadve worth only 2s. 
8d. 2-sths. Thé comparing of the 
coirts ‘will refute the objection. 

The follawing regulations feem ne- 
ceffary : 

1. All coins offered in payment, 
whofe dates of the year are worn out, 
fhould be cut in two ;—by which 
means are-coinage would be continu- 
ally going’on as the pieces decayed, 
and before the lofs became too confi- 
derable, and a publick grievance. 

2. The mint fhould never coin any 
billion but what is brought, in order 
to prevent an overload of any one coin 
as was the cafe, fome years paft, with 
regard to copper. 

3- All foreign coins offered in pay- 
ment fhould be cut in two, to prevent 
the kingdom being cheated by the cir- 
gulation of them for more than they 
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are worth, as is the cafe now of much 
light Portugal gold. 

4. The dies for the feveral coins 
fhould be made by the moft ingenious 
artifis, in order to prevent falfe coin- 
age, generally undertaken by bunglers. 

s. The filver coin fhould be alloyed 
according to the price of filver, upon 
a medium of a certain number of 
years ; which fuppofe now tobe s5s.¢d. 
the ounce, then a variation of five 
per cent. abave or below this rate, would 
affect a threepenny piece little more 
than half a farthing; a difference that 
would not be regarded in a coin of 
change. 

6. The coin fhould be permitted to 
be exported on paying the charge of 
coinage.——»A nation miuft pay its 
debts.——If its meafures are fair and 
fteady, foreigners will be fond of them, 
and the charge of the mint may be 
leffened by tach exports. If it be afk- 
ed, whether this is the beft remedy, for 
the prefent fcarcity of filver coin, that 
can be thought of ? The anfwer is, in 
the philofopher’s words of old,—no ; 
but the bef that I can propofe, of 
hich the people feem peed vg 
It is very dangerous to miflead a 
nation ina matter of fuch high im- 
portance as its coinage; truth and 
utility being the only aims in this ef- 
fay ; a conféflion of errors pointed out 
by the candid, will never be efteemed 
taking fhame, but the contrary. 

That the coins propofed are conve. 
nfent, the practice of other countries, 
befides Portugal, evinces. In Madrid, 
the gold coin moft current, is the 
crown, of about 4s, 6d. value ; in Fh- 
rence, the filver coin moft current is 
the half paul, of about 3d. value. Why 
are not quarter guineas, which are 
r-6th part more valuable, confequent- 
ly may be made 1-6th part larger than 
the gold crown; and filver threepen- 
ces, which being a coin of change on- 
ly, may be extended by alloy if agree- 
able ; why, I fay, are not thefe two 
coins as Common in London, as I have 
feen this year gold crowns in Madrid, 
and ‘half pauls in Florence, is too ftri- 
king a queftion to be paffed over un- 
noticed. 


A Genuine and Particular Account of a 
late Engagement betrween the Bellona 
and Courageux, &e, 


HE late aétion between the Bello- 
na and Courageux has determine 
thé fuperiority of Englifh conduét and 
courage oyer fhat of the French incon- . 
‘ trovertibly, 
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trovertibly. ~ The almoft incredible 
difproportion between the killed and 
wounded on both fides, and the da- 
mage done to the refpective fhips du- 
ring the fhort time the engagement 
lafted, fet this matter in a full light. 
‘The following particulars muft there- 
fore be acceptable to the public : 

On Monday, the soth of Auguft, the 
Bellona and Brilliant failed from the ri- 
ver Tagus, having on board a confider- 
able fum of money belonging to the 
merchants. For the firft three or four 
days the wind, though extremely mo- 
derate, continued favourable for Eng- 
land. On Thurfday evening, a little off 
Rigo, the wind veered about to the 
northward, and both thips were obli- 
ged to trim their fails fharp, and ply 
off and on till next day, when, in the 
afternoon, three fail were difcovered 
in the offing ftanding in for the land, 
and were eafily perceived to be thips of 
war, one being very large, and the o- 
ther two much fmaller. They bore 
down upon the Exgi/ veflels with their 
top-gallant fails clewed up, till they 
came within about feven miles of them, 
when all of a fudden they wore round, 
let fall their top-gallant fails, fet their 
ftudding fails, and crowded away be- 
fore the wind, with all the canvafs they 
could carry. : ¥ 

Upon their making this motion, 
Capt. Faulkner immediately declared 
they-were enemies; and that the large 
thip was either the St Anne, or the Cou- 
rageux, but moft probably the latter. 
No time was loft by both fhips in ma- 
king all the fail that was poffible after 
them, and the chace continued with- 
out any alteration in the difpofition, 
the Engli/h only nearing their enemies, 
though fearcely perceptible, till fun- 
fet, when one of the frigates was ob- 
ferved to haul out a little in the offing, 
upon which Capt. Faulkner hove out 
the Brilliant's fignal to chace in the 
fame direétion, which was immediate- 
ly obeyed. Yt being moon-light, and 
clear weather, both parties oe fight 
of each other, during the whole night, 
and at fan'rife the French thips were 
perceived to be near five miles a-head, 
the Bellona, though undoubtedly one of 
the beft going fhips of her rate in the 
world, having ina Jong chace of rq or 
15 hours giined little more than two 
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night for efcaping, yet, he no. fooner 
had a view of the veflels in purfuit of 
him by clear day-light, than he hoifted 
a red enfign in the mizen fhrouds, 
(whach was a fignal.for the two frigates 


A under his command to clofe with and 


engage the Bril/iant) hauled down his 
ftudding- fails, wore round, and fteod 
for the Bellona. 

To reconcile this feemingly incon- 
fitent conduct in the French, it will be 
neceflary to take notice, that when 
they firtt difcovered our thips in the 
haze of the horizon, they took them 
both for line of battle fhips, or two 
deckers ; for all objeéts feen in that fi- 
tuation appear much larger than the 
really are.

Thefe ingredients are to be fpread 

on pledgetsof lint, and being applied 
to the part affected, are to be renewed 
as often as prudence fuggefts to be 
neceffary. 
‘When “a judicious phyfician joins 
with an expert furgeon, in endeavou- 
ring to Cure defperate diforders, they 
frequently make furprifing cures. 

But if they difagree, or are igno- 
rant of the proper treatment, the pa- 
tient muft neceflarily fuffer or expire. 

If women will but difcover their 
complaints as foon as they perceive 
them, and the phyficians prefcribe the 
Hemlock at a proper time, I make no 
doubt but that in fome years we fhould 
meet but with very few cancers of the 
breaft. 

The Hemlock never requires a ftri& 
regimen to be obferved. 

It allows every thing which the fto- 
mach eafily digefts, and which is capa- 
ble of becoming proper nourifhiment.

Abftra& of ‘the Treaty of Fricndfbip and 
Unien concluded bet-ween the Kings of 
France aud Spain, Auguft 15, 1761, 
under the denomination of a family Con- 
wention, the Ratifications of which were 
exchanged on the 8th of September fal- 


lowing. 


6 Bits preamble fets forth the mo- 
tives for concluding this treaty, 
and the objects of it, . The motives 
are, the ties of blood between the two 
kings, and the fentiments they enter- 
tain of each other. The. object of it 
is to give ftability and. permanency to 
thofe duties which naturally flow from 
afinity and friendthip; and to eftab- 
lifh a folemn and Jaiting, monument of 
that reciprocal intereft. which onght (0 
be the bafis of the defires of the two 
monarchs, and of the profperity. of 
their roya! families. ; 
_ The treaty itfelf contains ,twenty- 
eight articles. a oa eee

What has been faid in the foregoing 
detter, is int part confirmed by another 
from Embden, in which it is added, that 
the Peafants, provoked by. the cruel 
ravages of the French, allembled to the 
number of 4000, fome armed with 
pitchferks, and fome with flails, and 
marched againft the enemy; .and 
there. was bloody work ;.135 busier 
were killed,and all the Peafants would, 
had they not.made their efcape in the 
trees and morafles ; but moit of thofe 
that got into the trees were either kil- 
Jed-or wounded. ‘The enemy reduced 
to athes a little village before Aurick 
galled Hexium; and feveral houfes, ef- 

cially the beft, they forced the inha- 

itants to pull down to the ground. 
You cannot. imagine with what ty- 
ranny and barbarity they behaved. 
Some peafants that fell into their 
hands had their bowels taken out, 
and then were blown up with gun- 
powder. They cut off womens breafts, 
alted them, and then made them eat 
them, Some men they mutilated, 
peppered and fried what they had cut 
off, and made them eat the fame. 

“ The contributions they have rai- 
fed are exorbitant. Embden has paid 
60,000 - ducats, lie: yorene: | i fon 
$0,000, Femguim, Norden, Sy 
20,000 each ; fome villages have paid 
20,090, feme 1200, others 600 and 400,: 
fo that this country, which had not 
feit the ravages of war thefe four years 
pai, is now ftripped bare and. naked, 
and will hardly recover in 4@ years. 
We have paid for our hare 600 ducats, 
and are almoft ruined. .Were it not 
for our houfes and lands, mills, @c. I 
would not flay a day longer in the 
country ; but we can find no purcha- 
fers for them. The huffars alfo took 


from me two horfes and three oxen: 


my uncle, who is a dealer in horfes, 
has had 43 taken from bim; and ma- 
ny other people have they robbed of 
their horfes and cattle.” .
